Probable light show- 
ers in the west gulf states 
and in the mountain regions 
of North Carolina, Georgia 
and Virginia, however, may 
cerve to slightly reduce the 
temperature in those regions. 
The highest temperatures 
‘today continued in eastern 
Pennsylvania, eastern New 
York and New Jersey, where 
maximum readings of 96 to 
98 degrees were recorded. 
There were six prostrations 
from the heat here today, but 
none of the cases proved fa- 
tal. The official thermome- 
ter here recorded 95 degrees— 
2 degrees higher than yester-

He was not at liberty to say 
from what source it would come, but 
he asserted it as a fact that it would be 
forthcoming. 

Judge Callaway spoke of the great need 
in Georgia for an Institution for educa- 
tion in practical farming. The boys of 
the state who want to léarn agriculture 
will go: to the State university when 
they won't go anywhere else, because 
there they can secure coordinate educa- 
tion in other lines.

Holmes, on 
the Red Bridge road, night before last, 
in which it is said that three men in 
the uniforms of soldiers forced, at the 
point of a bayonet, the negro to per- 
mit them to take money out of the 
cash register and whisky and cigars 
from the stock; also charging that $90 
in money was taken from the safe. Gov- 
ernor Jelks today gave orders that the 
matter be probed to the bottom.
